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SENATOR MARTIN ON HOOVER Credos Mother GW*. 
. VT 
Divorce From Husband 
PLAN 


One of the most ringing indorsements of the recent 
foreign policy proposals of former President Hoover is 
that made by Pennsylvania’s (J. S. Senator Edward Mar­ 
tin. 
This indorsement has especial interest, not only be­ 
cause of the very broad background of Senator Martin in 
public affairs— he has been Governor of Pennsylvania, as 
well as Republican State Chairman, Auditor General and 
State Treasurer— but especially because General Martin 
has been a soldier all his life, and a particularly distinguish­ 
ed one. 
This point has much significance, because the first 
New Deal counter-offensive against the ex-president's 
criticisms was to the effect that he recommended a shabby, 
craven policy of retreat and surrender— a singularly 
brazen piece of misrepresentation which of course could 
deceive no one who had read the Hoover speech. 
Senator Martin’s indorsement is in itself a refutation 
of this fraudulent charge made by the Washington propa­ 
gandists. The General has led tar too many victorious 
movements ever to be likely to approve one which was not 
courageous and resolute. Moreover, since in some degree 
the Hoover suggestions deal with military questions, it is 
interesting to have the favorable reaction of a man who 
knows these military matters from the special vantage 
point of having risen through the ranks to extremely high 
army rank.
